» In 2012, 172 children < 6 years old were screened for elevated
blood lead levels (BLL)

» 31 children had levels > 5 pg/dL, 3 of which were > 10 ug/dL

» In 2012, the Advisory Committee on Childhood Lead Poisoning
Prevention (ACCLPP) developed new recommendations:

= CDC should use a childhood BLL reference value based on the 97.5th percentile of
the population BLL in children ages 1-5 (currently 5 pg/dL) to identify children and
environments associated with lead-exposure hazards.

» In December 2012, Maryland Office of Immigrant Health updated
the Refugee Health Assessment instructions to include blood lead

screening for ages up to 16 years and stated that the new
reference value for an elevated BLL test is > 5 pg/dL

» Data for this analysis only includes children < 6 years
